There  is  barely  a person  living  in  the  Western  world  today  who  doesn’t 
know  the  words  written  by  William  Shakespeare,  "Et  Tu  Brute"  or  the  words 
“Eid  Mar"  inscribed  on  the  reverse  of  this  coin.  The  fact  that  a man  would 
commit  a political  murder  and  put  the  date  of  that  murder  and  the 
implements  used  on  the  coin  between  which  is  a cap  representing  freedom 
and  on  the  obverse,  the  inscription  IMP,  which  means  imperator,  and  his 
portrait  during  his  lifetime  is  remarkable.  This  means  Brutus  certainly  did 
not  want  to  save  the  old  Republic  and  these  coins  prove  that.  Somewhat 
more  than  50  of  these  remarkable  coins  exist.  The  fact  that  far  more  than 
50  people  would  like  to  own  one,  along  with  the  additional  fact  that  most  of 
these  coins  are  in  museums,  has  created  the  justifiable  price  structure  that 
exists  today.  This  coin  is  nearly  EF  on  the  obv,  save  a hairline  scratch  from 
in  back  of  Brutus'  head  to  the  tip  of  the  T,  which  I noticed  when  I viewed  the 
coin  in  1990  at  the  Hunt  Sale.

Alas,  almost  all  of  these  ushabtis  proved 
to  be  fake.  Only  the  homely  black  ushabti  with  a white  inset  inscriptional 
plate  turned  out  to  be  genuine.  We  had  five  pieces  tested  by  the  Daybreak 
Thermoluniescence  Laboratory,  and  only  this  one  proved  to  be  genuine. 
This  makes  real  genuine  Khaemwawe(t)  ushabtis  very  rare.  Should  you 
purchase  this  ushabti  you  would  receive  the  Daybreak  test  results.  It  is  an 
important  Egyptian  Faience  Ushabti  of  Ramses  ll’s  fourth  son, 
Khaemwase(t)  by  Ramses'  second  royal  spouse,  Istnofret.  In  the  19th 
Dynasty,  1270  BC,  "Khaemwase(t)  inherited  his  father's  interest  in  Egypt’s 
splendid  past  and  became  the  first  archaeologist.  He  was  later  revered  by 
Greek  and  Roman  conquerors  of  Egypt  as  a scholar  and  magician. 
Appointed  to  the  Priesthood  at  Memphis  as  a youth  and  eventually 
assuming  the  office  as  high  priest,  Khaemwase(t)  studied  the  ancient 
writings  and,  by  the  time  of  his  death  in  year  55  of  his  father’s  reign,  he  had 
systematically  restored  the  Old  Kingdom  pyramids  at  Giza  and  Saqqara 
which,  even  then,  were  more  than  a thousand  years  old...  Through  the 
traditional  jubilee  festival  (hebsed),  beginning  in  the  year  30  (of  Ramses’ 
reign),  (Ramses  ) sought  to  renew  his  youthfulness  and  power. ..for  several 
months  before  (Ramses  M’s)  first  jubilee  festival  in  1249  BC,  the  king's  son, 
Khaemwase,  in  his  role  as  high  priest  of  Memphis,  must  have  traveled  the 
land,  proclaiming  the  great  event.  Records  of  his  announcement,  in  the 
form  of  stele  and  inscriptions,  are  found  particularly  in  Egypt’s  southern 
border  areas,  namely,  Aswan,  where  it  is  believed  the  Nile  floods  began, 
and  Gebel  Silsileh,  an  area  sacred  to  Hapi,  god  of  the  Nile  Flood.  In  a 
sense,  the  jubilee  was  similar  to  a flood,  for  just  as  the  Nile's  deposit  of  silt 
rejuvenated  the  land,  so  too  did  his  jubilee  festival  rejuvenate  the  king."
